THE BRITISH SETTLEMENT NEAR THE CAPE 


OF GOOD HOPE, 


[ We are happy to learn, by the following letter, that this settle 
ment, which was undertaken by the Government a few years ago. 
‘and thought to be a failure, now bids fair to become completely suc-,

* I left this place the day after the date of my last, on a visit to the 
settlement, in order to meet the commissioner for the adjustment of. 
the claims of the settlers, and did not return home till the 14th inst. 
fter an interesting tour through the settlement. 


| Graham’s-town, I was surprised at the great improvement and in

crease since I last left it, about sixteen months back; and still more 
when I remembered that, where how above six hundred houses stand, 
on our arrival four years and a half ago, not more than six to ten 
miserable dwellings ‘existed. The new Tronk, or District Prison, is 
afine building, sufficiently extensive to contain all the settlers, and 
much obloquy has been cast upon Governmeut for erecting such an 
immense and expensive edifice. The Drostdy-House, a very exten- 
sive and handsome building, is nearly finished ; a church is shortly 
to be commenced; besides a third range of barracks, which are in- 
tended for the accommodation of the Hottentot troops. In short, 
the place is completely overgrown, when we reflect that almost its 
entire revenue arises from the expenditure of the military, and wa- 
ges paid to laboures, for the new public buildings. T he situation of 
the settlers in the vicinity of this town is rapidly improving, and the 
traces of success are obvious to any one who had observed their for- 
mer condition. The demand for green forage for the cavalry, vege- 
tables, timber, butter, &c. form the chief articles which they supply ; 
and, to such as have more extensive farms, grass meets with a ready 
market. One individual alone is said to make more than 90 rix dol- 
lars per diem by this article. The population of Graham’s-town is 
stated at 3000 whites, exclusive of the military, and the slaves and 
Hottentots are very numerous. Bathurst remains in the same state 
zis when it was reduced from the capital of the settlement to its pre- 
sent situation; nor do [ think it likely to rise from its ruins, as the 
mew village at Port Kowie renders it of little avail; its population is 
wn the decrease. The house built for the Landdrost is now finished, 
snd converting into a free school, under the direction of a clergyman 
of the Church of England. A flour and blanket-mill is here erecting 
dy two industrious men from one of our manufacturing districts ; but 
J understand the latter speculation will not be permitted. In the gar- 
alen belonging to Mr. S. Biddulph here, are lemon trees, planted from 
the seeds, in September, 1820, which are now in bearing—a more 
‘vapid growth than usual in the colony. The vines also planted in 
1820 bore some little fruit in 1822, but in the last year were entirely 
Dlighted—a misfortune which occurred to most of the vines in the 
settlement. In six or seven situations the experiment of this cultiva- 
tion will now be tried; but I am of opinion that it can never succeed 
zis avine district. Port Kowie, a village consisting of about twenty 
goood houses, and on the increase, has arisen within the last fifteen 
anonths, and promises to become a thriving place. The Govern- 
cment have certainly done a considerable service in establishing 
‘this port. Many vessels have visited it with large and va- 
luable cargoes, and some trifling amount of exports returned. 
‘While I was here, there was a large sale of goods for three succes- 
sive days, and the amount sold was 6,000 rix dollars’ worth at three 
nnonths’ credit. The purchasers were entirely settlers, and chiefly of 
sthe lower class—a certain proof that they could not be distressed ; 
athe Vendue Master told me he found them the best pay. The chief 
merchant here has an extensive salting establishment, which I un- 
<ierstand answers very well, which, if it be the case, will prove of im- 
amense advantage to the settlement, as being chiefly adapted for graz- 
ing. Two or three persons are now engaged in this business; the 
market is the Isle of France and some of the Indian islands. The 
cfine woods of timber on the banks of the river render it available as 
«place for ship-building ; and Government have, in consequence, or- 
<lered the keel of a vessel for the port to be laid down forthwith. To 
the settlers in the neighbourhood of this port, a full market is afford- 
ed for butter, hides, fat, cattle, timber for the buildings, lime, &c. 
‘The demand for artisans for the public and other buildings, has rais~ 
<d the price of this labour to three and four rix dollars per diem. 
Agricultural servants demand, and easi!y procure, two and a half ; 
-and as most of these persons are small proprietors, they are doing 
-well, and might do much better, if they would addict themselves less 
to inebriety. To the more respectable settlers the prospect is not 
vet so cheering, having lost their means, and without the opportuni- 
ty of retrieving them, which is enjoyed by the labouring class; but 
-the distribution in way of loan (for they have decided, one and all, 
+o take it in no other way) of the subscriptions raised in India and 
England expressly for them, will, there is little doubt, put thein all 
‘to rights again; and a fresh and extensive emigration of labourers 
from home (for the want is dreadful among the settlers) will be at- 
tended with the most beneficial effects. The fact is, the whole colo- 
ny would be benefitted by the introduction of more free labour, and 
1 think would absorb from two to three thousand per year for some 
Jong period: the advantage to the mother country, and to the per- 
sons so emigrating, would be very great. ‘The Cafires, since the es- 
tablishment of the fair, have been remarkably, quiet, andare, I think, 
likely to continue so; their attention is employed, their industry ex- 
cited, and their civilization likely to be promoted by thismeans. The 
best proof of this expectation is in the fact that one tribe finding sale 
for their millet, have declared their intention of returning toa place

«an inform you, which is by far the best peopled: up to June 24, 
1824, there were in all 1,273. Average of births over deaths, for the 
whole period from our arrival, three to one; the last half year the 
births had greatly preponderated—forty-seven to cight. Proportion 
of men to women (whites) three to two; but the births have begun 
to remedy this, as they are stated as eight girls to seven boys. The 
black population, five men to three wemen, and three girls to two 
boys. Our numbers, consequently, are more likely to increase in the 
next generation. Such are the more important particulars relative to 
the present state of the settlement, and it gives me great pleasure to 
have altered my mind so much in its favour; for, from what I have 
seen, | am decidedly of opinion that it will eventually succeed, and 
much beyond what, for some time past, we have had reason to anti- 
cipate.”

Ruems, May 29, 1825. 


Before five o’clock this morning, the doors of the Cathedral were 
thronged by an expectant multitude. Atsix they were opened, and 
by half past six all the galleries of the naves, the choir, the sanctua- 
ry, and the lower sides, were filled. 

The galleries set apart for the Dauphiness, the Duchess of Berry,

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As soon as the King entered the choir, the Archbishop of Rheims, 
standing, and without mitre, said, upon his Majesty's passage, the 
prayer—Omnipotens Deus Celestium moderator—atter which the 
King was conducted by the two Cardinals to the seat prepared for 
him in the midst of the sanctuary, under a lofty canopy a little in ad- 
vance of the first of the flight of steps that separate the sanctuary 

. from the choir. 

All the attendants having taken their seats, the Archbishop of 
Rheims arose and presented holy water to the King, who, to receive 
it, uncovered himself. The Archbishop then withdrew behind the al- 
tar to put on his pontifical ornaments. During this time the choir 
chaunted Serte. The Archbishop afterwards returned, bearing the 
Holy Ampulla. 

After having bowed to the Altar, the Archbishop laid aside his 
mitre, and chaunted the Veni Creaior. 

The King being seated and covered, laid his hand upen the book 
of the Gospels and the true Cross, and pronounced the following 
oaths : 


Coronation Oath. 


In the presence of God, I promise to my people to maintain and 
honour our holy religion as it behoves the Most Christian King and 
the eldest son of the Church ; to render good justice to all my sub- 
jects, and finally to govern in conformity to the laws of the Kingdom 
and the Constitutional Charter, which I swear faithfully to observe, 
so help me God and his Holy Evangelists. 


The Oath of the King as Chief Sovereign and Grand Master of the 
Order of the Holy Ghost. 

We swear to God, the Creator, to live and die in the holy faith and 
Catholic, Apostolic, and Roman religion; to maintain the Order of 
the Holy Ghost without suffering it to be deprived of its glorious 
prerogatives, to observe the statutes of the said Order, and to cause 
them to be observed by all those who are or shall be, reserving to 
ourselves, nevertheless, to regulate admission thereto according to 
the good of our service. 


Oath of the King as Chief Sovereign and Grand Master of the Order 
of St. Louis and that of the Legion of Honour. 


We swear solemnly before God ever to maintain, without suffering 
them to be deprived of their glorious prerogatives, the Royal and Mil- 
itary Order of St. Louis, and the Royal Order of the Legion of Ho- 
nour, to wear the Cross of the said Orders, and cause the statutes 
thereof to be observed. Thus we swear and promise upon the Holy 
Cross and the Holy Gospels. 

His Majesty beimg conducted to the foot of the Altar by the two 
Cardinals, |aid aside his first robe, which was taken off bythe first 
Gentleman of the Chamber, who delivered it to the first Valet de 
Chambre. The King gave his cap to the first Gentleman, Master of 
the Wardrobe, who delivered it tothe oldest Valet de Chambre 
present. 

The King having nothing on over his satin waistcoat, remained 
standing during the prayers. The Grand Chamberlain l€ft his place, 
and, approaching the King, put on him his Majesty’s boots, of violet 
coloured velvet, sprinkled with fleurs-de-lis, embroidered in gold. 

The Dauphin afterwards came and put on the King’s goldeuspurs, 
which were upon the Altar. 

The Duke de Couegliana, as Constable, after having laid aside his 
sword, advanced towards the King by the right side. | His Majesty 
rose and approached the Altar, which was ascended at the saine time 
by the Archbishop, who consecrated the sword of Charlemagne, by 
saying the prayer—Exaudi quesimus, Démine, preces rostras, ete. 
This benediction being concluded, the Archbishop gint the sword 
round the King, but immediately took it off again; then having 
drawn it from the sheath, which he replaced upon the Altar, he said 
the following prayer, in delivering the drawn sword into the King’s 
hands—Accipe hunc glecium cum Det benedictione. 

At the conclusion of the prayer, his Majesty kissed the sword, and 
laid it upon the Altar. 

After several other prayers, the Archbishop prepared the Sacred 
Unction. The King, conducted by the two Cardinal supporters, re- 
turned to his seat. The Archbishop caused the reliquary to be open- 
ed, which contained the Ho!y Ampulla, and drew from it, with the 
point of a golden needle, a portion which he mixed with the Holy 
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lifted up the King by the right side, and his Majesty was conducted 
to;his Throne. ‘The procession moved in the following order: The 
erald at Arms; the King at Arms; the oldest Assistant of the Cere- 
monies ; the Grand Master of the Ceremonies, etc. etc, |The King 
holding in his hands the sceptre and the hand of Justice, and support- 
ed on the right by the Archbishop of Rheims, advanced towards the 
Throne. The Dauphin, the Duke of Orleans, and the Duke of Bour- 
bon, conducted by the Master and an Assistant of the Ceremonies, 
approached to the steps of the Throne, walking on the King’s left. 

Upon arriving at the lowest step of the Throne, the King at Arms 
and the Heralds at Arms stopped and ranged themselves upon the 
sides on the right and left. 

Three Guards de la Manche ascended the steps of the Throne, and 
took their station on the side of the Epistle. Three others took their 
station on the side of the Gospel. 

The Chaplains bearing the Archbishop’s crosier and cross, stop- 
ped at the foot of the steps leading to the Throne, the one on the 
right and the other on the left. The King thus conducted, ascended 
the Throne by the steps on the side of the Gospel. His Majesty, up- 
on arriving at his Throne, remained standing, having on his right the 
Archbishop of Rheims. The Dauphin, the Duke of Orleans, and the 
Duke of Bourbon, placed themselves upon folding stools on the right 
of the King. is 

The two Cardinal supporters were upon similar stools on the King’s 
left. 

The Inthronizalion.—All the persons having taken their places, 
and remaining standing, the Archbishop holding the King by the 
right arm, and turning towards the Altar, said the prayer—Sfa et re- 
tine @ modo stalum. 

The King having sat down, the Archbishop holding him by the 
hand, added: Inhoc regni solio confirmite, etc. ‘The prayers being 
concluded, the Archbishop took off his mitre, made a low bow to the 
King, kissed his forehead, and said thrice, in a loud voice, Vivat Rex 
in wternum.

The King then returned to his apartments and undressed in part- 
The shirt and the gloves which had touched the Holy Unction, and 
which it is customary to burn, were delivered to the Grand Almoner 
by his Majesty. 

The King subsequently repaired to the Royal banquet in the Grand 
Hell of the Archbishop's Palace. His Majesty wore the Royal man- 
tle, and till he took his seat bore the sceptre and the hand of justice. 
In entering the room, he was attended by all his great officers. 

At the extremity of the banquetting room, which, as we have al- 
ready stated, was ornamented in the Gothic style, and displayed por- 
traits of all the Kings of France that had been crowned at heims 
was the King’s table, beneath a splendid canopy. On the right of the- 
King sat the Dauphin and the Duk@of Bourbon, and on his left the 
Duke of Orleans. The Princesses eccupied a gallery set apart for 
them. 

Upon the right side were two tables, one for the Di 
and the other for the Peers of France. 

On the left the first table was for the King’s Ministers, and the se- 
cond for the Deputies. At the extremity of the room, opposite to 
the Royal table, was one for the Cardinals, Archbishops, and Bishops. 

The King wore his diamond Crown, and the Princes ducal coro- 
nets in gold. The Royal insignia were laid upon the table, which 
was served by the Great Officers and Officers of the Household. 

The Marshals of France stood before the King, ready to take again 
the regalia. 

The banquet occupied about half an hour, during whieh time mar- 
tial airs were executed 

Each course was brought to table with ceremony, the persons 
bearing it being preceeded by the Heralds at Arms, Officer of the 
Ceremonies, &c. 

The King embraced the occasion to proclaim an act of pardon and 
amnesty to a large number of the partizans of Buonaparte,'who had 
been convicted of political offences, or had emigrated. The papers 
only mention Lieut. Gen. Drouet d'Eston, one of those who accompa- 
nied Napoleon to Elba, and who commanded the Imserial Guard. 
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which they placed upon their seats, advanced, and each of them, in 
receiving; from the King an embrace, said Vivat Rex in e@ter- 
nunr. 

At this moment a flourish of trumpets was heard; the people en- | 
tered the church, and the Heralds at Arms distributed medals. A'! 
thousand birds were let fly; the bells burst out into a merry peal; 
and three salutes of musketry fired by the Infantry of the Koyal 
Guards. were auswered by the Artillery upon the ramparts of the 
town.

PICTURE OF -THE BATTLE OF WATERLOO. 


We have already mentioned the erection of a temporary building 
in Hyde Park, near to Grosvenor-gate, for th€ reception of a large 
Picture of the Battle of Waterloo. The picture has arrived, and was 
opened for a private view yesterday. tis the production of Mr. Pien- 
eman, a Dutch painter, and was executed for the King ofthe Nether- 
lands, who has presented it to his sonthe Prince of Orange. The 
gracious permission of his Royal Highness has enabled the artist to 
exhibit his work in this country. The picture is 27 fect broad by 18 
high. Of the circumstances connected with the labours of the pain- 
ter, that which will probably prove most attractive is, that he not on- 
ly enjeyed the high advantage of assistance and advice ftom em/!- 
nent persons engaged in the conflict, but that many of them, amongst 
whonr were the Duke of Wellington, the Marquis of Anglesea, and 
the Prince of Orange, and several General Officers, honoured him 
also by sitting fortheir portraits.

The naval victories of this country are fresh in the memories of 
all Englishmen, and will survive eternally in the national annals. 
Such conquests could not, in the nature of thivgs, be achieved with- 
out a vast expenditure of lives and wealth; nor does a debate pass 
over in Parliament in which we are not perpetually reminded of the 
gigantic disbursements which Great Britain has been compelled to 
make to maintain her character and dignity amongst the Kingdoms 
of Europe, and place herself securely upon the proud eminence 
which she now so gloriously occupies. 

One part of this vast expenditure it is, perhaps, almost hopeless to 
retrieve—namely, the lives of those who have fallen in action dur- 
ing the course of the last half century; and the Directors of the 
Resurrection Metal Company wish it to be clearly understood, that,

Advices from Borneo state, that the Chinese gold miners had _ri- 
sen in insurrection against the Dutch, had succeeded in defeating 
the force sent against them, capturing the cannon, and killing eighty 
of the Dutch troops; and had become so important as to drive the 
Dutch from the interior, and compel them to take shelter in the 
three fortified posts they have in thatisland. It was supposed this 


insurrection was so formidable that the Dutch would be compelled to 
retire altogether from Borneo. 


On Wednesday, a ballot was taken at the East India House, on 
the following question, viz.—‘‘ That this Court confirm the resolu- 
tion of the Court of Directors of the 30th of March last, whereby 
the Commander and Owners of the late ship Kent are fully acquit- 
ted from all imputation of neglect or misconduct in respect to the 
loss of that ship.” At six o'clock the glasses were closed, and deli- 
vered to the scrutineers, who reported the question to be decided in 
the affirmative. 


It is estimated that the whole of Europe produced annually about 
1,500,000 tons of salt, in the following proportions :—England 250.- 
00—Russia 300,000—Austria 370,000—France 300,000—Spain and 
Portugal 200,000—The other countries 80,000 tons.
